Ee it enagtedoy the legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. That the proceedings of school district
number twenty-four, of the county of Stearns, for the of Mhooi district
re-organization of said school district and the election Ko- M

of officers thereof, are hereby legalized and declared
to be for all purposes legal and valid, and the persons
now exercising the powers and performing the duties
of the offices of director, clerk, and treasurer of said
district are declared to be legally elected and qualified
to said offices respectively, and are hereby authorized
to exercise the powers and discharge the duties of
their several offices until their successors are duly
elected and qualified according to law, and all corpo-
rate and official acts of said district, and said officers
shall be as valid and binding and have the same force
and effect as if the proceedings for the organization of
said district and the election of said officers had in
the first instance been legal and regular.

SEC. 2. Tliis act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
